mand good Secarity that he is not impoſed upon in 
the enſuing Relation, and the Writer craves leave 
too, to maintain a modeſt Fealouſic, lelt the Hea- 
der ſhould miſs the benefit that is deſigned to hi 
in it : The Author will engage, and pawn his 
Credit nor to wrong the Narrarrve, and he would 
take ſome care alſo that the Reader may not wrong 
bimſelf. fr tnd, 
It is very true, that every Narrator is under a 
ſtrong Temptation to Seaſon his Diſcourſe to the 
_ Ra AER: '- Cuſto 
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Gafto of the Time, not impoſing a ſevere Law 
upon himſelf, ro Report what is true, but accom- 

his Story to the Liquoriſh appetite of 
others: I have obſerved that ſome Aden are aſha- 
med to Recount mean and bumble Matters; if 
they bring us any thing below Prodigy and Mi- 
racle, if they ſtuff fiot their Farces with G orgons, 
Harpies, Centaures, and Enchanted Iſlands, 
they neither pleaſe themſelves, nor hope to take 
their Readers by the Heart-ſtrings. . Hence is it, 
that we haveſo many feen, barren Stories, lard- 
ed with the Additaments of Fruitful Invention, as 
if they had been Penn'd by the Pattern of Yero- 
phon's Cyrus, Non ad Hiſtoria fidem , ſed ad 
Jeſti Imperii Exemplar : Not for Connter-panes 
of Truth, but Counterfeits of Fancy: They tell 
us not what was really done, but what they would 
bale bad done, if they might have had the Con- 
trivance of the Scene, and Tragedy ; They firſt 
form 14za's of Inyenions Romances intheir own 
Heads, and then obtrude them upon the World 
fot Hiſtorical Verities, 

Juſt as 'our Hydrographers in the Delineating 
of Countries, with one wanton Extravagant Fro- 
lick of their Graver can raiſe Mountains, where 
Nature left us YValleys; and fink deep Yalleys,where 
God has ſtretch'd out « C bampagn ; Can create 
Bays, and Creeks, where the Creator made firm 
Land; aud jut out Promontories,andC apes,where 
there's nothing in Nature to anſwer them; and to

its nakedneſs, and Symmetry. 
© There is « vaſt difference between the moſt ela- 
borate produits of Art, and the moſt homely pieces 
of Nature; for though the former will needs 
Ape the latter, yet how pitifully does ſhe bangle 
in the imitation / Look upon the ſabrle point of 
the fineſt Needle through a Microſcope, and you 
will ſoon be ſatisfied that Arr « but a Dunce, for 
the Needle will appear as blunt, axd dull as a 
Drum-ſtick,; but come and view one of Gods 
Handy-works in the ſame Glaſs, Y. G. The ſting 
of a Bee, and you ſhall ſee it perpetually Acumi- 
nated till it ends in ſomerbing, which the Eye mult 
either confeſs to be 4 Point, or Nothing : The 
fame Difference we may obſerve between thoſe 
Romances, which are the Iſſues of fine wits, yo

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the ſerious grave Contrivances of Divine Provi- 
dence ; what clummz'd things are the Caſſandra's 
to one of thoſe preces of proportion, to be ſeen in 
Gods Government of this lower World | So thatit 
were wnpardonable to ſtrive ro Recommend the 
wonderful Providences of God to the Genius of 
this Age, by 4 Lye, or to talk, deceirfully for bem; 
what-ever therefore this Narrative is, yet it's 4 
naked Account of bis own workings, and Gold 
needs no gilding. 

But now the Readers great danger lies in run- 
ning over ſome of Gods works, and yet not ſeeing 
God in bis works : Little Children, we ſee, do 
hugely pleaſe chemſelves with the gilded Covers, 
and Marbled Leaves of Books, but concern not 
themſelves, what «s within; and if they chance 
to look a little overly upon the forms and ſhapes 
of the Letters , yet underſtand not the ſublsme 
matter, that may be coucht in them : - Now, to 
divide the words from the meaning, is morally to 
Annihilate them, and ſo whilſt they ſee Letters, 
and words ozely, they ſee juſt Norching : There 
are a great many ſuch aw#oy4eons , ſuch Old 
Children in the World, 'that gaze upon tbe ſur- 
face of Gods Works, but never are led by them to 
admire the Wiſdom, Power, Goodneſs, and. He- 
Kay A of God: They deal with che works of Pro. + 
vidence, jult as they do qvith che warkgrof Crea- 
tion; God has engraven hs own- Name in Legi- 
ble Characters upon the Heavenly Bodies, ' T 
Stars in their ſingle beauties, their Combined . 


A 3 Aſteriſms, 
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Aﬀteriſms, their Mutral Aſpelts, their Imtricate, 
yet Regular Motions, ſpeak their Author ; nay, 
upon the lowelt Recreations, the Leiſare-ſports 
Nature, there is written, Dems fecie. But 
now the-common obſerver , whoſe rhoughts are 
terminated by his Eye, and bis Eye with the v1i- 
ſible Heavens, as 'tis beſpangled with glittering 
things, called Planets, © and Stars, loſeth quite 
. their min deſign, whichis to condu@t and argue 
our thoughts up to 4 fir Cauſe; for they were 
not ſo much out who ctyed up the —_— of the 
'Spheres to be fo Raviſhing : and we ſhould con- 
foſs it, could we but hear them ſing this Antheme, 
Glory be ro God on High. Can we be fo Brutiſh, 
as once to imagine, that the wiſe God , who cre. 
ates nothing l:ttle, nor for 4 little end, ſhould 
create ſuch great, and gloriow Bodies only to be 
the Objects of Ignorant, and b'ind Amazement ? 
Surely no; but that by the contemplation of them, 
we might be led into rhe Admiration of Him, 
whoſe Being, Wiſdom, Power mult needs be 
ny Gloriow, When his very works are ex- 
ently ſe: Here theh will be the Readers dan- 
$9, all 'his Spirits ſhould evaporate in a con- 
Adiniration, that « Boar, 4 little, a Canvas 

Boar ſhould,” like the Ark, convey fo many Per- 
fons ſo many Leagues ſafe to ſhoar, whillt he miſ- 
ſes the true , and meaning of it, to behold 
a watchful Providence ( as well as the Bring of 4 
Deity, over all Aﬀairs.

S ſoonas we were met all together at the 
appointed place, we to think of Ex-

work :*It had been a Queſtion propounded be- 
fore, and we thought we had fully Reſolved upon 
the place ;, but at our Meeting we were ffrangely 
diſcompoſed : There were rwo places which ſtood 
m On each pretending good Conve- 
niences for that end.

We had hid ſeveralof our Materials near the 
rop of the Hilh, where alſo grew aſmall Fig-tree, 
which we had marked with our Eye, as Judging 
it. would be uſcful to: ſtrengthen the Keel of our 
Boat :' Two of our Company were-1immediately 
diſpatchtto ſaw dews this Frg-T ree, and bring
